Taken from the plains over which 
‘they bave hitherto roamed, burricdly and 
cruelly taught what bit and bridle mean, they 
are spurred till they drop; their bleeding 
sides declare-the-sharpness-of-tha-: Gaucho's 
long silver spurs; and though they do not 
wo far, still they are witnesses to tho truth of 
the sporting ‘phrove, "It is the pace which 
Kills,” We read of horses who have been, 
urged at this furious speed all day (for, even 
if nob mounted, they gallop loose with the 
spare nuimala), and are put into a yard ot 
night, galloped sixty miles next day, turned 
out to graze among stones and rocks for a few 
hours, brought at nightfall into-a bare dusty 
“yard, ridden for sixty or seventy miles the 
third day, again put supperless. into a corral, 
and not turned out on the plain until the 


' following morning. Sir Francis says :—“In 


riding across the Pampas with constant. 
sucecssion of Gauchos, I often oberved that 
the children and the old men rodo quicker 
than the young men. The children have no 
judgment, bat they are so light, and always 
in such spirits, thet—they skim over tho 
ground very quickly. The old grey-hended 
Gaucho is an excellent horseman with great 
judgment; and although his pace is not 30 
rapid as the children’s, yet, from being con- 
stant and uniform, hearrives at his goalnearly 
in the same'time. Tn riding with the young 
men I found that the pace was unavoidably 
influenced by the subject on which wo hap- 
. pened to converse, and when wo got to the 
post, T constantly observed that, aomehow or 
other, time had been lost/— Travelling About, 
By Lady Barker.

_ Charles Dickens, 

(Daily News.) 
The publication of Mr. Forster's |“ first 
“volumé? will almost prove as great 2 
ssurprise to the world as tho first appearance 
of the first story which won fame for 'the 
subject of the biography. No one over doubt- 


. ed that Mr. Dickens drew from actual ob- 


servation and experience many of the 
characters and scenes of his novels. But no 
one suspected that ho had actually lived 
through 50 many of tho most painful ex- 
periences which moistened tho oyes of 
those who, reading of them in the pages of 
fiction, believed them to be. only tha imagin- 
ary sufferings of a. novelist’s hero. We 
now learn for the first timo ag a certainty 
that Dickens actually knew the very deptns 
of poverty. It was he, and uot David 


Copperfield, who sorted the bottles, and was | ™ 


half-starved and shabby, and ashamed of 
himself for tho company which he found 
himself compelled to keep. It was he who 


* wandered through London strecte a poor 


little social outcast. In all the history of 
’ literature and of ‘literary training there is 
nothing more touching, more interesting, 


comparatively indifferent to all phases of, 
hunian sorrow or aspiration which do not be- 
long to the purely domestic history of man, 
We. know why abright hearth aud « plen- 
sant housshold soemed always the whole 
casentials’of happiness, and why kindlinoss’ 
and charity. were with him the - supreme 
virtues, Ag certain events in her oyn ex- 
perience turned the attention of the greatest’ 
Freneh novelist almost: exelusively to. the 
sorrows and aufferings which came from the- 
struggles and cravings of tha unsatisfied 
heart, so the early life of Dickens fixed 
his, thoughts upon the wisericd of po- 
verty and loheliness, and: the joys. of a 
comfortable. home.. There is & “whole 
world, theré are'countless worlds, of hap- 


pincss and suffering, ambition and struggle, | 


fruition ond disappointmont, ‘of. the vary 
fexisteuce.of which there is no. line in the 
works of Dickens to prove Him conscious. “In 
the achool-where the most) impressionable 
days of. his’ boyhood Jearnied their “lesson 
there was no time to.think of anything but 
physical realities, and the almost. animal 
wants of light and food, comfort and home. . 

Perhaps the artists of the Ideal, if indeed 
thers bo any now loft alive of that onco 
glorious’ family, will find themselves’ dis- 


couraged anew by the publication of Dickens's 
biography. Is there, then, we can fancy the 
idenlist putting the question, no such thing. 
as imagination'in the old-fashioned sense ‘of 
the word? Is art only. portrait-painting or 
photography:? All that is striking, enduring, 
celebrated in Dickens's, books would seem.to 
shave been simply transferred there bodily 
out of real life.” All that is wenak,. defective, 
and evanescent in the way of portraiture or 
reflection came from thatinner consciousness 
which people once called imagination. , For 
ourselves, howaver, we shall not cease to Lee | 
lieve that the fdenlas well as the real. must 
go into'a truly great work of art;. even 
though David Copperfield and Micawber 
are pictures taken from models that thon 
lived. Wo are still convinced that. Shake- 
poate never knew Hamlet in the flesh, and 
that Faust nover walked tho streets of Frank- 
fort, Leipzig; or Weimar... We still think 
that.the incapacity of Dickens to step far 
aside from the pavement gnd the. realities: of 
London, natural as it was, only maria the 
limit of his genius, and shows how it failed 
to reach the regions of the highest. “Mr. 
Forster’s book is on this point alone aug- 


gestive and instructive enough to open'a new |‘ 


chapter in litcrary criticiam. One other re- 
flection we must add. We do not caro to 
gointo the question whether it is or is not 
against the canons of wsthetic morality for 
an author to make pictures of the wealmess 
and sins of men and women he has known, 
and perhapaloved. Sometimes the thing is 
inevitable ; sometimes it is done half-uncon- 
sciously, But atallevents it would be hence- 
forward mere Pharisee-work for English 

to become virtuously indignant over 
great foreign authors who havo not serupled 
to fill their pages from the living forme that 
come most often and most nearly within their 
observation. ‘There is nothing to be. said 
inst (loathe, or aven against Lamartine, 
which is not equally. to be said’ against 
Dickens. We offer no censure in either case. 
We learn from the example of Dickens, as 
the world bas learned by so many other i!lus- 
trations, that genius, whether. we like it or 
not, will be « law to itself, and that the artist 
who knows himself capable of painting o 
picture will follow his bent as eagerly as the 


and more instructive, Other literary men, 
of course, were as poor as he. Jcan Paul 
Richter pinched by ‘actual hunger; Johneon 
in rags and want, and bis indomitable pride ; 
Savaco lying down to slecp on tho warm 
ashes of the glasshouse ; Crabbe pacing West- 
minster-bridge all night ; De Quincy fainting 
‘on the cold bosom of his stony-hearted stap- 
mother, Oxford-streot—these and many other 
kindred instances will at once come to. the aid 
ofany one who desires to enforce again the 
old theory that poverty’ is the nurse of 
genius, But in none of these cases, in‘no 
other instance that we can call to miad, is 
permarent and all-porrading influence of the 
melancholy nursery so strikingly ‘apparent, 
and at the same time so singularly benefi- 
cent, as in the story of Charles Dickens. 
Now for the first time we seem to -havo 
learned the secret of the individuality belong. 
ing to all of Dickens’s really great novels. 
The episodes of poverty, or even the Jong 
years of waut, which were part of lives of 
other literary men, were but incidents, 


* passages in their carecr, hardly affecting ihe 


bent of their genius more than tho moat. 
commonplace occurrences might hare done; 


” or else they affected it inan evil sense, making 


the ‘men cynical tke Savace, or incoherent, 
and egotistic like De Quincy. But the effect 
of the exaggerated care which surrounded 
the childhood of Montaigne with luxury, 
which wakened him in the. morning with 
music, and made his éarly life a soft holiday, 
is not more evident in his easy, pleasiut, 
happy-valley meditations, than is-the school- 
ing of that episode of Lond-n poverty visible 
in.the best writings of Dickens. It would 
hardly be too much tosay that in that period 
. Dickens aceuraulated his whole atock of ma- 
terials, his entire outfit for his career. of 
fortune und of fame, It was the inténsely 
healthy and manly moral nature of the boy, 
contrasting so much at times with .. his 
physical condition, that kept him from. sink- 
ing artistically imto cyniciam and despondency, 
agit Eept bim from plunging individually 
into recklessnesa and debasement. Without 
that hard experience he might have been a 
great author, he might have been w great 
_man, but he would not beve been the writer 
avho holds so peculiar a place in literature, 
and whom the world loves evén perhaps 
more than it admires. y 
The wonderful retentiveness of memory 
which Dickens possessed served bim -well in 
this early exparience. He speaks of re- 
membering distinctly the appearance of 
places which he ssw when be was two years 
old—an example of far-stretebing recollection, 
only surpdssed, as wellas we can recollect, 
in the biography. of literature, by Jean Paul’s 
account of his own earlioat romembrance, 
During that terrible interval of drudgery, 
poverty, and isolation, every scene, person, 
and incident stamped itself apparently with an 
ineffacsable rividness onthe observation of
